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Councillors may 
be next to go in 
district review 
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JOBS have been lost and 
pay cuts have been made 
but East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) 
leader James Palmer says 
he is “delighted” with the 
restructure that has taken 
place at the authority. 

The radical restructure, 
which was spearheaded by 
Cllr Palmer earlier this year, 
is now complete and despite 
numerous UNISON protests 
from staff and the former 
leader, Peter Moakes, quit¬ 
ting over the changes, which 
he branded as being “in the 
wrong direction”, Cllr 
Palmer insists they have led 
to the creation of a “cleaner, 
leaner, better council”. 

Now the number of coun¬ 
cillors themselves could be 
cut as the Boundary 
Commission has confirmed 
it will be reviewing the 
number there are at the

authority. 

Earlier this year, Cllr 
Palmer asked the commis¬ 
sion to consider proposals 
to reduce the authority from 
39 to 27 members in time for 


the election in May, 2019. 

Cllr Palmer said: “It is 
great news then that the 
Boundary Commission has 
agreed to review the pro¬ 
posals to reduce the num¬ 
ber of councillors. 

“While in financial terms, 
cutting the number of mem¬ 
bers is not hugely signifi¬ 
cant, I believe the message 
it sends out to our residents 
is significant. 

“Make no mistake, to rep¬ 
resent the district council is 
a great honour but I believe 
it is one which should be 
gained not at the expense of 
the taxpayer but for their 
benefit. 

“Reducing our numbers 
fits with the tighter, more 
focused authority I want to 
lead and I sincerely hope 
the Boundary Commission 
will heed our suggestions.” 

Speaking about the 
restructure, which has seen 
14 redundancies being 


made, five of which were 
voluntary, he said: “I’m 
absolutely delighted with 
the progress we have made. 

“People might have lost 
jobs but we now have a 
cleaner, leaner, better coun¬ 
cil.” 

The ‘root and branch’ 
investigation into all the 
services and spending at the 
council began late last year. 
Cllr Palmer says that 
already almost £500,000 has 
been saved. 

He said: “No one could say 
this process has been easy 
and some very tough deci¬ 
sions have had to be made. 
However, the benefits have 
been numerous. 

“We know there will be 
plenty of challenges ahead 
but with a renewed focus, 
we believe the future is 
more secure for the author¬ 
ity which will see real bene¬ 
fits for our residents and 
local businesses.”

College hosts Anne Frank exhibition 


SOHAM Village College students 
have been able to learn more about 
the Holocaust thanks to a special 
exhibition. 

The school was one of only 
around a dozen in the East of 
England to be chosen to host the 
touring ‘Anne Frank: A History for 
Today’ exhibition.

Refurb for

Body inquiry: MR 
seeks assurance 


NEWS that a dead body was 
allegedly left lying beside 
dustbins at Ely ambulance 
station has been described as 
“disturbing” by a local MP. 

Steve Barclay, MP for North 
East Cambridgeshire, has 
spoken out about the alleged 
incident and is concerned 
that there may have been 
“other occasions where bod¬ 
ies have been treated without 
dignity”. 

As previously reported, the 
body - reportedly that of a 
young man - was allegedly 
found in a public place not far 
from the city and an East of 
England Ambulance Service 
(EEAS) crew - from outside 
the area - was sent to collect 
it. 

However, according to a 
whistleblower, instead of 
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transporting the body to the 
mortuary at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, the crew left it, in a 
body bag, beside bags of rub¬ 
bish in the corner of the 
garage at Ely’s ambulance 
station in Nutholt Lane. 

The source, who did not 
wish to be named, said the 
incident happened around a 
month ago and that the out- 
of-area crew had taken the 
body to the ambulance sta¬ 
tion “in the hope of transfer¬ 
ring the deceased patient to 
the crew about to start at 
7am” because going to 
Addenbrooke’s would have 
made them late finishing 
their shift. 

Chief executive of the EEAS, 
Dr Anthony Marsh, said: “We 


are very sorry for what hap¬ 
pened and have launched a 
thorough investigation. This 
involves working with the 
family and everyone who 
responded to the patient.” 

Mr Barclay said: “Following 
disturbing revelations that 
the deceased body of a con¬ 
stituent had been left next to a 
rubbish bin after paramedics 
finished their shift, I have 
been in touch with senior 
management at the trust 
regarding their investigation. 

“We still need to know what 
the investigation’s time 
frames are and to ensure that 
it clarifies whether this was a 
terrible isolated case or 
whether there have been 
other occasions where bodies 
have been treated without 
dignity.” 


Driver hurt in crash between car and tractor 


A DRIVER suffered minor 
injuries when his car was 
involved in a collision with a 
tractor. 

Emergency services were 
called to the collision in 
Newmarket Road, Stretham, 


at around 5.40am last Friday 
and arrived to find a collision 
involving a tractor and a car. 

A spokesman for the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
said: “The male patient inside 
the car, who was aged in his 


40s, was not seriously injured. 
He was treated at the scene 
and was not taken to hospi¬ 
tal.” 

The driver of the tractor 
escaped uninjured, accord¬ 
ing to a police spokesman. 
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City’s

- again 

THE clocks might have 
gone back at the 
weekend - but the ones 
in Ely Market Place 
didn’t. 

The clocks, located 
above the entrance to 
the Cloisters, have been 
at the wrong time - on 
both sides - for weeks. 

One baffled shopper, 
Lesley Gardener, said: 
“The clocks never seen to 
be at the right time and 
even when they’re fixed 
they break a few weeks 
later. 

“I think it might be 
time for them to be 
replaced with newer 
models.” 

Ken English, of Back 
Hill, Ely, added: “The 
clocks on the Market 
Square have been broken 
for weeks. The time is 
wrong on both sides. 

“They’re always 
breaking and it’s 
ridiculous. Whoever is 
responsible needs to get 
their act together.” 

A spokesman for Dexter 
Brown, the Milton 
Keynes-based company 
which manages the 
Cloisters, said the clocks 
would be fixed “as soon 
as possible”.

Ex-firm director 
admits forgery 


AN ex-company director 
committed forgery - in a bid 
to win a court battle with one 
of Cambridgeshire’s oldest 
firms. 

Michael Henry Martin faked 
a contract document with 
Mackays, the century-old 
hardware business based in 
East Road, Cambridge, after a 
dispute broke out about a deal 
he had with the company to 
help it find new premises. He 
tried to mislead a court into 
believing the document was 
genuine but the deception was 
uncovered. 

Now he has pleaded guilty to 
perverting the course of jus¬ 
tice, and has been sentenced 
to a suspended prison sen¬ 
tence. But the case has cost 
Mackays so much it has had to 
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shelve its plans to move. 

Martin, 54, of North Street, 
Wicken, formerly a director of 
planning consultants 
Hannah-Reed, started work¬ 
ing with Mackays about four 
years ago on a project aimed 
at securing planning permis¬ 
sion for a new base. 

Mackays has been keen to 
move out of East Road and had 
several possible sites in mind. 
Martin told Mackays his own 
company would provide 
money to cover the costs of the 
planning work. But he failed 
to get planning permission for 
the firm, run by brothers Neil 
and Duncan Mackay. 

Despite this, Martin insisted 


Mackays should repay the 
money, but the Mackay broth¬ 
ers refused, and launched a 
counter-claim against him for 
negligence. 

This led to a lengthy legal 
battle culminating in a 
London High Court hearing, 
in which Martin presented the 
bogus document to the court. 
But his deception was discov¬ 
ered, and he was charged with 
perverting the course of jus¬ 
tice. 

At Cambridge Crown Court, 
Martin, who has since left his 
job at Hannah-Reed, was 
given a six-month jail sen¬ 
tence, suspended for 18 
months, together with 250 
hours of unpaid community 
work. He was also ordered to 
pay £400 costs. 


FBU to strike again over ongoing argument 


FIREFIGHTERS across 
Cambridgeshire will be going 
on strike again this weekend 
in the ongoing row over 
pensions. 

Fire Brigades Union (FBU) 
members will be taking 
industrial action from 6pm 
on Friday through to 6pm on 
Tuesday, November 4. 

Cambridgeshire’s deputy 
chief fire officer Chris 


Strickland said emergency 
cover will still be provided 
across the county, but he is 
urging residents to “take 
extra care”. 

He said: “It is disappointing 
that the dispute between the 
FBU and the Government has 
not concluded, resulting in 
these dates being 
announced. 

“We will be working hard to 


ensure our resilience 
arrangements are in place to 
provide emergency cover 
across the county. However, 
due to the length of the 
strike, it will be difficult for 
us to provide our normal 
level of service. 

“We urge all residents to 
take extra care, whether it be 
out on the roads or in the 
home.”

Cambridgeshire County 
Council policy that 30 per 
cent of such developments 
must be classed as ‘affordable 
housing’, that could be low¬ 
ered to just 15 per cent for the 
North Ely scheme. 

Cllr Richard Flobbs, chair¬ 
man of the district council’s 
commercial services commit¬ 
tee, said: “We want North Ely 
to be a great place to live and 
play. As we look at the land at 
the moment we see huge 
potential which can be real¬ 
ised with the help of the peo¬ 


ple who are lucky enough to 
call Ely home. 

“This is why it is so impor¬ 
tant to get involved in our 
consultation and help shape 
how the new North Ely Park 
will develop.” 

The consultation will run 
from Thursday, November 6, 
to Friday, November 28. 

There will be an exhibition 
in the foyer of Ely Library on 
Thursday, November 6, from 
2-7pm and on Saturday, 
November 8, from 10am-2pm 
when people will be able to 
talk to consultants and com¬ 
plete questionnaires.

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Two accused 
of robbery

Cathedral secures 
funding for repairs 
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ELY Cathedral is to receive almost 
£400,000 to help carry out urgent 
repair work to its south transept. 

The ‘Ship of the Fens’ is one of 
more than 30 cathedrals across the 
UK to receive almost £8 million for 
urgent repairs in the second round 
of grants from the First World War 
(FWW) Centenary Cathedral 
Repair Fund. 

The announcement was made on 
Monday and Ely Cathedral will 
receive £392,060 for repairs to the 
south transept. 

Stephen Bourne, chapter clerk 
and administrator, said: “This is 
brilliant news, not just for Ely 
Cathedral, but also for our sister 
cathedrals. 

“We all have urgent repair needs, 
and Ely will now be able to fix some 
important fabric problems and 
safety issues on the southern side of 
the cathedral. 

“The centenary repair fund is a 
most welcome Government initia¬ 
tive.” 

The fund was announced in the 
Budget and set up in April this year 
in recognition of the powerful sym¬ 
bol that cathedrals represent in 
Britain’s shared history, as well as 


the significant role they will play 
throughout the commemorations 
of the centenary of the First World 
War. 

Chelmsford Cathedral will receive 
£268,622 for tower repairs, Norwich 
Cathedral will get £491,000 for 
works to the north clerestory and 
presbytery, and Peterborough 
Cathedral will receive £88,433 to 
repair the old baptistry gable. 

Speaking on Monday, Culture 
Secretary Sajid Javid, who also 
leads the Government’s FWW 
Centenary programme, said: “Our 
heritage in this country is precious 
and unique. We need to do all we 
can to protect it for future genera¬ 
tions. 

“This second round of grants will 
ensure that even more of our mag¬ 
nificent and awe-inspiring cathe¬ 
drals can complete urgent and 
much needed repairs, so they can 
continue to play a huge role in the 
communities they serve. 

“Our places of worship are also 
playing a huge part in all our plans 
to commemorate the centenary of 
the First World War, and this fund is 
helping to ensure they can fulfil 
this role to remember those who 
gave so much for us so many years 
ago.” 

■ The cathedral is holding its 


annual Be a Chorister for a Day 
event on Saturday, November 8. 

The event gives young boys the 
opportunity to have a taster of life 
as a cathedral chorister. 

Highlights include meeting the 
current boys, a tour around their 
boarding house, singing with the 
choristers in a service and the 
chance to watch the annual Ely 
fireworks display from a special 
viewpoint in the cathedral grounds.

We object to wind turbines plan 

RE the planning application for two wind 
turbines near to Stretham village, ref: 
14/01007/ESF 

We wish to register our objections to the 
proposal, especially with reference to the 
following points. 

1) Owen Paterson, until recently the Secretary 
of State for Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs, has said publicly that the Climate 
Change Act is flawed. This Act has encouraged 
the erection of numerous wind turbines, both 
on-shore and off-shore, for which developers 
and landowners are receiving substantial 
subsidies funded by charges forced upon 
electricity consumers, many of whom are 
already hard-pressed to meet the ever-rising 
cost of buying essential energy supplies. It is 
reported that this policy is now being phased 
out, which surely is a belated 
acknowledgement that the scheme is both 
unfair to consumers, and useless as a means 
of meeting the unrealistic targets set for it. 

2) At the nearest, the proposed site for these 
wind turbines is about 1,000 metres from the 
Great Ouse, which is a natural attraction for 
water fowl. In this location, the proposed wind 
turbines would present a fatal hazard to any 
such creatures whose flight path came within 
reach of the blades. 

3) We consider that the visual impact of the 
proposed wind turbines on the southern 
approach to Stretham would not only be 
aesthetically objectionable, but would have a 
detrimental effect upon the value of domestic 
properties.

Issues already in hand 

I READ with interest the East Cambridgeshire 
Green Party’s curious ‘research report’ on the 
state of Ely’s High Street. Curious, because 
having conducted some interesting statistical 


research on the subject, they seem to have 
failed to talk to any local groups, councils or 
businesses to discover what’s actually 
happening in Ely. 

The city council’s City Centre Forum, set up to 
tackle precisely the issues which concerned 
the Green Party, has done a lot of work in the 
last couple of years to improve the city. Had 
the Green Party thought to ask, they could 
have been saved time and effort on the 
following points: 

1. The report suggests Ely could use major 
local events to draw people into the city. The 
City Centre Forum has already spent the last 
12 months working with the local tourist 
attractions and East Cambs District Council to 
promote Ely’s local businesses by doing things 
like offering special offer shopping vouchers to 
visitors and residents attending local events. 

In fact, a new special offers leaflet will be 
given to visitors at the next Cathedral 
Christmas Food & Gift Fair in November, as 
well as being delivered to Ely residents. 

2. The Green Party say they would like to 
market Ely as a centre for arts, crafts and 
antiques. Just last week, the City Centre Forum 
held a seminar to give an update on progress 
of an action plan inspired by ideas provided by 
Ely retailers earlier this year. This included a 
workshop to discuss methods of promoting Ely 
as a shopping destination to people in a 
20-mile radius around the city. 

3. The report also suggests creating an Ely 
food festival. This has already happened! This 
year’s Eel Festival weekend saw the first Ely 
Food & Drink Festival which was a huge 
success, bringing thousands of people into the 
city. I don’t know how the Green Party missed 
this - perhaps they were too busy 
campaigning for May election votes. 

There are a number of other areas mentioned 
in the report which are already being tackled 
by the local councils and the City Centre 
Forum, including promoting events and 
activities, online presence, and improving the 
physical environment of the high street. 

It is heartening to see a political party taking a 
real interest in Ely’s city centre, and there are 
some pertinent points raised. However, there 
are many people (including volunteers giving 
up their free time) working hard to improve 
Ely and I find it baffling that the Green Party 
would go to the effort of producing a detailed 
report which is completely ignorant of this.

Working party has been formed 

RESIDENTS of Kings Avenue have spoken out, 
keen for their voices to be heard. I would like to 
thank everyone who has emailed, telephoned 
and written to me. 

It is clear that this is an important issue and 
with the planned developments in Ely, the 
pressures on roads such as this will only get 
worse. 

Speeding was a common theme, along with 
concern that the police do not take this issue 
seriously.

New pinch-point ‘is 
danger to cyclists’ 


A TRAFFIC pinch-point built to try 
and slow down motorists driving 
through Witchford has been 
slammed by cyclists. 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
says it has built the gateway pinch- 
point in Main Street - at the Ely end of 
the village - following requests by 
Witchford Parish Council. 

And the parish council says local 
residents wanted the traffic calming 
measure to try and slow vehicles com¬ 
ing in and out of the village. 

But the new pinch-point has angered 
the Ely Cycling Campaign, which says 
it will make the road “significantly 
more dangerous for cyclists” - and 
that it was built despite their objec¬ 
tions. 

Andy Shaw, the group’s chairman, 
said: “Central islands of this type 
force the motor traffic out towards the 
edge of the carriageway into the area 
of the carriageway used by cyclists. 

“The negative effect in this case is

magnified due the to the position of 
the island. The position is on the tran¬ 
sition out of the 30mph zone and so 
will mean traffic leaving the village at 
that point will be accelerating, the 
island will then direct that accelerat¬ 
ing traffic into the path of any cyclists 
using the road. 

“We’d like to know why our reason¬ 
able concerns were ignored, how this 
obviously unsafe design passed a 
safety audit and whether the county’s 
cycling officers were even consulted?” 

The parish council says it applied for 
the pinch-point following concerns 
about speeding in the village - and 
that it plans to request that another 
pinch-point is built at the Sutton end 
of the village. 

A county council spokesman said: 
“This was a request from the local 


parish council who, representing the 
views of the local community, wanted 
a gateway feature to slow vehicles 
coming in and out of the village. 

“As with all schemes we will assess 
and modify them and we are looking 
at whether we can further improve 
conditions for cyclists while also 
achieving the road safety aims of the 
parish council who helped pay for the 
scheme. 

“There is already a cycle path run¬ 
ning adjacent to the carriageway that 
starts before the traffic feature when 
exiting the village for use by cyclists 
both leaving and entering the devel¬ 
opment. 

“As with all schemes of this nature, 
we have had it thoroughly assessed by 
our road safety team who raised no 
concerns over its impact upon cyclists 
due to the running lane being suffi¬ 
ciently narrow so as to discourage 
vehicles trying to overtake riders 
whilst passing the feature.”

Driver, 24, lost 
control on bend 


A PROMISING model died 
after losing control of his car 
on a bend, an inquest heard. 

Luke O’Sullivan, 24, of 
Carter Street, Fordham, 
crashed his Peugeot 206 into a 
lamppost on Cemetery Hill, 
Exning, in the early hours of 
August 19. He was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s but died on 
April 25, having never 
regained consciousness. 

At an inquest into his death, 
it was said Mr O’Sullivan was 
almost twice the legal drink¬ 
driving limit at the time of the 
crash. A blood sample taken 
after he arrived at 
Addenbrooke’s showed he 
had 152 milligrams of alcohol

in 100 millilitres of blood. The 
legal limit is 80 milligrams. 

A post mortem examination 
found Mr O’Sullivan had suf¬ 
fered a brain injury, pro¬ 
longed cardiac arrest, and 
other injuries in the crash. 

In a statement, Pc Rick 
Godden, a forensic collision 
investigator, said: “The car 
failed to safely negotiate the 
left hand bend on Cemetery 
Hill and impacted straight 
into a lamppost on the left 
hand side. 

“Mr O’Sullivan was found 
some time later, lying face 


down and motionless in the 
road, by drivers.” 

The drivers started CPR on 
Mr O’Sullivan until emergen¬ 
cy services took over. 

Mr O’Sullivan’s mother, 
lulie Taylor, paid tribute to 
her son. She said: “Luke was a 
kind, caring, respectful, 
enthusiastic, loving natured 
person who always had a 
smile on his face.” 

She said that he had also 
shaped a modelling career for 
himself, working with Elite 
modelling agency in Toronto. 

Coroner Dr Dan Sharpstone 
said that Mr O’Sullivan died 
as a result of the injuries he 
sustained.

Cindy said: “Giada sent 
photographers of herself and 
some of her work to Skin 
Deep and within hours, the 
editor called her. 

“She is the cover girl of this 
month’s issue and they’ve 
done a four-page feature on 
her. They loved her and they 
love her work. It’s amazing 
and we’re so proud of Giada. 

“Not only is she finally 
doing something that she 
loves, and what she is amaz¬ 
ingly good at, but she’s also 
now getting the recognition 
that she deserves. 

“When she came to the UK 
she couldn’t even speak a 
word of English and now 
she’s taking the UK tattoo 
industry by storm.”

Subsidies to go 
for solar farms 


CONCERNS that too much 
productive agricultural land 
is being lost to an ever- 
increasing number of solar 
farms are being echoed by 
local MP, Sir Jim Paice. 

Environment Secretary Liz 
Truss has sparked controver¬ 
sy by confirming plans to cut 
a taxpayer subsidy to farmers 
and landowners who build 
large-scale solar farms; simi¬ 
lar to those in Wilburton, 
Stretham and soon-to-be 
Soham. 

There is currently a 
£100-an-acre grant scheme 
in place, worth £2 million a 
year, but the Department for 
Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs has announced 
that it is removing the subsi¬ 
dies. 

The change, which will 
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come into effect from January 
2015, will mean that farmers 
who choose to use fields for 
solar panels will not be eligi¬ 
ble for any farm subsidy pay¬ 
ments through the Common 
Agricultural Policy for that 
land. 

Ms Truss, who represents 
South West Norfolk, said 
“English farmland is some of 
the best in the world and I 
want to see it dedicated to 
growing quality food and 
crops. 

“I do not want to see its pro¬ 
ductive potential wasted and 
its appearance blighted by 
solar farms. 

“Farming is what our farms 


are for and it is what keeps 
our landscape beautiful.” 

Mr Paice, who is MP for 
South East Cambridgeshire, 
has welcomed the news. He 
said: “It is an absurd situa¬ 
tion when subsidies for solar 
farms and indeed anaerobic 
digesters are so high that 
they out price farming and 
distort the land market. 

“Solar panels belong on 
roofs and the subsidy system 
should be adjusted to encour¬ 
age that rather than taking 
up the best farmland which 
may be needed for food pro¬ 
duction before long.” 

The CLA, which represents 
landowners, farms and rural 
businesses, has agreed with 
removing the subsidies but 
says Truss’ views on solar 
farms are “misguided”. 


Next generation of engineers 


A PARTNERSHIP has been 
formed in a bid to encourage 
more students to consider 
pursuing a career in engi¬ 
neering. 

Global firm Michell 
Instruments, which is based 
on Ely’s Lancaster Way 
Business Park, has joined 
forces with Ely College.

Speak up, yob victims told 


PEOPLE in the Ely area who are 
experiencing anti-social behaviour 
(ASB) are being urged to speak up 
following an overhaul of the legisla¬ 
tion. 

The Anti-Social Behaviour, Crime 
and Policing Act 2014 has been 
revamped in a bid to deal with ASB 
more effectively - and to better sup¬ 
port victims. 

Key changes are the addition of two 
new measures called the ‘communi¬ 
ty trigger’ and the ‘community rem¬ 
edy’. 


JORDAN DAY 


Inspector Terri Griffin, 
Cambridgeshire Constabulary’s ASB 
manager, said: “Victims of ASB will 
be able to use the community trigger 
to demand action from partnerships, 
starting with a review of their case. 

“Agencies including councils, 
police, local health teams and regis¬ 
tered providers of social housing will 
have a duty to undertake a case 
review when someone requests one 


and the case meets a locally defined 
threshold. 

“Community remedy is a list of 
actions that the victim will be invited 
to choose from when a community 
remedy is to be used. 

“It gives victims of low-level crime 
and ASB a say in the punishment of 
perpetrators out of court; this will be 
a replacement and adaptation of 
what we currently know as restora¬ 
tive justice.” 

Cambridgeshire Police and Crime 
Commissioner Sir Graham Bright 


said: “Victims and the public need to 
have confidence that community 
remedy is an effective way to deal 
with offenders outside of a court pro¬ 
cess. 

“Equally important is that the com¬ 
munity remedy enables offenders to 
recognise the impact of their actions 
and change their behaviour. We hope 
that this may actually help to reduce 
re-offending.” 

Call police on 101 to report ASB or 
for more information about the new 
legislation.

THOUSANDS of swans 
have started to arrive at 
the Wildfowl and Wetlands 
Trust (WWT) centre at 
Welney. 

And now nature lovers 
can get up closer to the 
magnificent birds by 
attending one of the daily 
swan feeds. 

The centre launched its 
annual swan feed pro¬ 
gramme last Thursday, 
which sees staff feeding 
the swans - and other col¬ 
ourful wildfowl - barrow¬ 
loads of grain in front of 
the centrally-heated main 
hide.

The Gross rate is the contractual rate of interest payable before deduction of income tax at the 
rate specified by law (currently 20%). 

The Net rate is the rate paid after income tax has been deducted (currently 20%). 

The Annual Equivalent Rate (AER) is a notional rate which illustrates what the gross interest 
rate would be if interest was paid and added to the account annually. 

Interest will be paid at the net rate after the appropriate rate of income tax (currently 20%) has been 
deducted, or gross on receipt of the required declaration form. Where interest is paid net, the income 
tax may be reclaimed if the amount deducted exceeds the saver’s tax liability. Higher rate taxpayers 
will have to pay the extra due (the difference between tax deducted at 20% and the higher/additional 
rate). Tax treatment and rate of interest payable will depend on individual circumstances and may 
change in the future.

All the above rates are variable. We calculate interest on the balance of your account at the end 
of each day.

Lesley delves deep 
into family history 


WHEN Lesley Goad 
decided to research 
her husband’s family 
history, the last thing

Grandmother- of-nine 
Lesley, from Stretham, 
started delving deep 
into the Goad family’s 
history about two years 
ago as a gift to her hus¬ 
band Paddy.

Award-winning aerial 
theatre company 
Ockham’s Razor is set 
to transform Cambridge 
Corn Exchange with the 
mesmerising Not Until 
We Are Lost. ANDREW 
BURTON spoke to the 
team’s joint artistic 
director Charlotte Mooney 
to find out more. 


Tell us a little bit about Ockham’s Ra¬ 
zor. What do you do? 

People often describe us as either 
'circus theatre' or ‘contemporary circus'. 
Basically, what we do is make shows that 
use movement and circus to tell stories. 
Ockham's Razor has been going for 10 
years. With each new piece of work, we 
create major new pieces of equipment 
such as giant wheels or Perspex towers 
which are incredible sculptures in 
their own right. Using these pieces of 
equipment to create movement, we 
draw stories out of that movement. 

What should we expect from Not Until 
We Are Lost? 

Not Until We Are Lost stems from a 
quote by David Henry Thoreau: 'Not 
until we are lost do we begin to find 
ourselves' and the show looks at five 
different aspects of the experience of 
being lost. 


Because it's done through movement 
and not words, people in the audience 
can draw their own life experiences 
from it. The action takes place above 
and around the audience, on a specially 
constructed steel frame, and the 
audience moves around as the stories 
unfold. 

Is there a musical element to the 
production? 

Yes, it has a strong musical element. 
There is a community choir made up of 
up to 35 local singers. We already have 
several people signed up for the choir 
for the Cambridge performances but we 
would still like more people to sign up.* 
The show includes an original score by 
award-winning composer Graham Fitkin. 
What does this add? 

Graham's music is really wonderful. 
He's a minimalist composer and works 
very closely with harpist Ruth Wall, who 


also plays. The music is mostly scored 
for harp and choir. Graham worked 
with us from a very early stage. It's 
uncanny how closely his music fits the 
themes and atmosphere of the show. It 
completely surrounds the audience and 
is mesmerising. 

Who should go and see Not Until We Are 
Lost? 

Because the work is visual and 
physical, it really does appeal to all ages, 
from 5 to 95! On occasions, we have 
had families of four generations in the 
audience. 

We felt confident the show would 
appeal to teenagers as they themselves 
are often searching, feeling a bit lost. 

But one of the things that's really 
surprised and gratified us is that there 
have been some very young children in 
the audience and they have really got 
something from it too. 


Do all audience members have to move 
around? 

We do have seats available for people 
who need to sit down, so no-one will 
feel uncomfortable, but the show is 
designed for people to move around the 
action. It's not daunting for audiences 
in any way but it's definitely an exciting 
and thrilling experience. 

Does it take a lot of effort to assemble 
the steel frames that make up the set? 

It's going to take us about four days 
in Cambridge, but this includes time 
spent working with the choir. It will take 
us one or two days to construct the 
equipment, and we'll also be working 
with a brilliant lighting designer, Phil 
Supple, to make sure the show reflects 
the unique characteristics of the Corn 
Exchange as effectively as possible. We 
want to create a really atmospheric and 
beautiful space, and to bring out the 


architectural personality of the Corn 
Exchange building. 

What would you say to someone reading 
this article who is thinking of coming to 
see Not Until We Are Lost but isn’t quite 
sure what to expect? 

One thing that often comes out from 
our comments book, or when chatting 
to the audience afterwards, is that 
people are very surprised. They knew it 
would be circus and they knew it would 
be physical but generally people are 
very surprised that they find themselves 
connecting to the stories so strongly. 

People are genuinely moved and 
touched by the stories, and relate them 
to events going on in their own lives. 

The fact that you don't know exactly 
what's going to happen is quite a 
positive thing, I think.

CAMBRIDGE Music Festival 2014 
brings Bach, Philip Glass, Mozart 
and Berlin Philharmonic to thrill 
Cambridge audiences next month. 

The city is set to witness some 
astounding classical music in 
November as some of the best 
musicians in the world visit to play in 
the Cambridge Music Festival, backed 
by our sister paper, the Cambridge 
News. 

Performers include the Berlin 
Philharmonic Quintet, Philip Glass and 
the Borodin Quartet, pictured right, 
playing some of the best-loved pieces 
of classical music: from Beethoven's 
Violin Concerto and Mozart's Clarinet 
Quintet to Bach Motets. 

These sit alongside the less 
conventional: Philip Glass' wafting 
minimalist music and the mesmerising 
music of YouTube sensation Manu 
Delago, who plays the hang (much 
like Cambridge musician Nick 
Mulvey), as well as the electronic 
music of the Aurora Orchestra 
(including 'Music for two acoustic 


toothbrushes'). 

The festival has been reformatted 
by its new director, Justin Lee, who is 
full of (well-founded) ambition: "In 
five years' time I want Cambridge to 
be on the map as one of the main UK 
destinations for major international 
artists." 

It also does ground-breaking 
outreach work: the MusicLab truck 
will visit King's Hedges where 
children who would not normally 
have much access to classical music 
can play an instrument for the first 
time and compose on an iPad. 

Running from November 12-22, the 
festival features 10 concerts. 

Here are some highlights: 

■ Berlin Philharmonic Quintet, 
November 20: Jesus College Chapel 
will be ignited with the sensual 
rhythms of tango and the delicacy 
of a Mozart Divertimento thanks to 
the 'Rolls Royce' playing of Berlin 
Philharmonic string players. 

■ Fitkinwall, play magical harp and 
synthesisers at the Mumford Theatre, 



November 21. Free entry. 

■ Bach Motets, November 17: The 
Cardinally Musick are perhaps the 
best singers of early music in the 
UK. They'll be singing the haunting 


Bach Motets, pieces that convey with 
exquisite tenderness the emotions 
of longing. Perhaps this is why Justin 
Lee feels this is among the best choral 
music written: 'Two choirs, eight parts 


-just the most exuberant thing. It 
blows your mind.'

YOU may be opening your front door 
to mischievous trick or treaters in 
ghoulish guises this Hallowe'en, but 
peep into your back garden and you 
could also spot some stinking, spiky 
and poisonous subjects. 

While would-be wizards and witches 
may be taunting you on your door¬ 
step, in your garden you may experi¬ 
ence something equally sinister. Some 
plants can sting, burn, cut you or emit 
an acrid, foul-smelling odour. 

Among the most prickly of plants 
is the hawthorn. As a thorny hedge, 
it will deter even the most persistent 
burglar. The thorns of mature plants 
can pierce the toughest glove and 
I've often had to pick them out of my 
thick gardening clogs to stop them 
from pricking my toes. 

It features among the Metropolitan 
Police list of top shrubs for deterring 
thieves. Other prickly candidates in¬ 
clude creeping juniper, common holly, 
firethorn (pyracantha), juniper and 
purple berberis. The Met advises peo¬ 
ple to plant hedges of such unfriendly 
shrubs to use nature's own defence 
mechanisms and keep out burglars. 

Then there are the plants which

don't smell quite as sweet as you'd 
like. In fact they stink. Take the titan 
arum (Amorphophallus titanum) and 
the dragon arum (Dracunculus vul¬ 
garis). Both smell like rotting corpses 
when in flower, to attract pollinating 
flies. 

The titan arum, also known as the 
'corpse flower' for obvious reasons, is 
nevertheless beautiful, growing to 3m 
tall, its gigantic crimson flower span¬ 
ning 3m and is a great magnet for 
pollinating insects. You won't find it 
in the average British garden, though, 
as it prefers the rainforests of Sumatra 
as its natural habitat, although you 


can admire it in the exotic sections of 
botanical gardens such as the Eden 
Project in Cornwall and at Kew. 

Then there's stinking iris, Iris foet- 
idissima, whose leaves have a pungent 
scent but which comes into its own 
visually in autumn and winter, putting 
on a spectacular display when its 
huge seed pods burst open to reveal 
brilliant orange, sometimes red, seeds. 
They cling to the pods throughout 
the winter until the spring, and are 
ignored by birds. 

Others in the bad smells league 
include Eucomis bicolor, the pineap¬ 
ple lily, and the dead horse arum 
(Helicodiceros muscivorus), named for 
obvious reasons. 

While many bulbs bring heady 
fragrance to spring, including the 
sweetly scented hyacinth, others have 
pretty horrible odours including the 
imposing crown imperial (Fritillaria 
imperialis). But don't let the smell put 
you off because its impressive orange 
flowers make more of a statement 
than its whiffy pong. 

No Halloween would be complete 
without its share of witches, whose 
potions have been linked with some 


of our most common plants. 

Hemlock, for instance, is highly 
poisonous and closely linked with 
witchcraft. It doesn't look significantly 
different from the hedge parsley or 
cow parsley which grows along roads, 
ditches, trails, or the edges of fields. 

Its white flowerheads resemble 
those of parsnips, carrots or angelica, 
while the bright green leaves are 
deeply-cut, even feathery and deli¬ 
cate. Yet all plant parts are poisonous, 
with the seeds containing the highest 
concentration of poison, causing toxic 
reactions. 

Deadly nightshade (Belladonna), 
another common plant often found 
in hedgerows, was one of the main 
ingredients in witches' brews during 
the Middle Ages, while blackthorn 
is often referred to as a witch's tree. 

As late as the 1940s, anyone seen to 
carry a blackthorn walking stick was 
suspected of being a witch. 

There is beauty in all, even the most 
sinister of subjects. So have a Happy 
Halloween - but just remember the 
plants with slightly darker properties, 
hidden in the nooks and crannies of 
your garden.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go....

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 



D Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

LI Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

D Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

LI Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

LI Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

Electric B-Class has 
a drivetrain by Tesla 

MERCEDES is to bring an all-electric version of 
the new B-Class to the UK next year, with a 
drivetrain developed by Tesla. 

The B-Class Electric Drive will be priced to fall 
in line with high-end diesel models after 
applying the Government’s £5,000 plug-in car 
grant, making it a tempting alternative for 
urban families. 

Mercedes is making initial claims of a range 
in the region of 120 miles between full charges, 
citing that the vast majority of UK drivers cover 
less than 30 miles per day. 

“Previously the technology has only been in 
development cars, so this is the first volume 
production Mercedes-Benz electric car,” said 
Angus Fitton, PR manager at Mercedes UK. 

“It also marks the tie-up with Tesla, so the 
batteries, electric motor and the electronics 
that go with it and modulate it all are all 
Tesla’s.” 

With many manufacturers now joining the 
electric and plug-in hybrid market, Fitton 
explains Mercedes is trying to encourage take- 
up by keeping compromise to a minimum. 

“We’re looking at this being roughly the same 
as a B 200 GDI with the automatic gearbox, so 
if you live in an urban area there’s the choice,” 
he continued. “There’s no sacrifice on boot 
space or versatility, and people are less willing 
to make sacrifices just because it’s an electric 
car.” 

An in-house Mercedes app has already been 
developed that allows owners to remotely keep 
tabs on the Electric Drive’s charge status, 
predicted range and more.

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First Discovery Sport 
hots up 4x4 market 


LAND Rover has begun production of 
the new Discovery Sport, which 
replaces the much-loved Freelander 
with a new seven-seat platform. 

The first car off the production line 
was unveiled to the media at the firm’s 
Halewood factory near Liverpool, 
where the first model of the new 
Discovery family will be built. 

As part of a high-profile new com¬ 
mercial partnership, Land Rover will 
give Discovery Sport ‘number one’ to 
the world’s first commercial space 
flight provider, Virgin Galactic. 

The British 4x4 maker has already 
supplied a number of Range Rovers 
and Discovery 4s for use at Virgin 
Galactic’s Spaceport America facility 
in New Mexico, USA. 

Land Rover has moved to what it 
calls a ‘5+2’ seating layout, where two 
folding seats in the boot form a tem¬ 
porary third row designed around 
13-year-olds. 

And yet the whole car measures less 
than 4.6 metres long, making it sever¬ 
al centimetres shorter than even the 
shortest of its five-seat rivals. 

Less intrusive new rear suspension, 
which marks a wholesale engineering 
departure from the Evoque platform 
on which the Discovery Sport is based, 
is largely responsible for the impres¬ 
sive packaging.
